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ROBERT LOUIS STEVENSON 


Gircitement filled 
the little grey 
house in Edinburgh 
on the dreary 
morning of No- 
vember 13, 1850, 
when the first vig- 
orous squalling of 
Robert Louis 
Balfour Stevenson 
filled the sober 
atmosphere below 
the ramparts of 
Edinburgh Castle. Thomas and Margaret 
Stevenson were delighted with their first (and 
only) child, and the proud father was already 
spinning plans to place his son in the family 
profession of engineering. But the health of 
junior Stevenson was rather fragile. At eight 
years, a gastric fever very nearly took him 
off, and left a weakness which harassed him 
during all of his forty-four years. 

Stevenson took up engineering, but the tall, 
extremely thin, dark-haired and restless young 
man showed signs of more than his chosen 
cold science. [n his first writings. he indicated 
his future style: this was an anonymous 
pamphlet called ‘The Pentland Rising.” 
penned when he was 16. Trying for something 
less strenuous than engineering, Stevenson 
studied law and was called before the Edin- 
burgh Bar in 1875. 

Stevenson now undertook a period of hard 
work to groom himself as a writer. With pen 
constantly in hand, he visited France for the 
first time in '75, and a winter at Mentone on 
the Rivicra helped his frail health. When he 
was outdoors, his health was always better, 
though his life was a constant series of repairs 
and relapses. But, with every decline in his 
well-being, his mind seemed to move ahead to 
greater strength. His infectious gaiety, origi- 
nality of thought and kindly, generous dis- 
position no less than his high courage. won 
for Stevenson a host of close and devoted 

iends.” } 


On a return visit to France the following 
year, he met an American widow, Mrs. 
Osborne, who later became his wife. 

His health was again in an alarming state. 
But he continued to write and a collection 
of his essays was published, together with 
articles, poems and his first romance, “The 
Sea-Cook,” now known the world over as 
“Treasure Island.” “The New Arabian Nights” 
was printed in 1882. He kept writing, until 
“The Strange Case of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde" became a widely read favorite. This 
was followed by another immediately popular 
book, “Kidnapped.” 

However, in '87, he, his wife and step-son 
left for the United States, where he spent the 
first winter at Saranac Lake. In this quiet 
retreat, the ailing Scottish author wrote most 
of “The Master of Ballantrae,” and many of 
his finer essays. Moving on to the Pacific 
Coast. he set sail for the South Pacific in 
June. 1888. The cruise, intended solely for 
pleasure, turned into a voluntary exile pro- 
longed until the hour of Stevenson's death. 
The party visited Samoa, and then went on 
to Australia. He soon returned to Samoa 
where the last four years of his unquiet life 
were spent. His health improved enormously 
there, and he never felt better than he did in 
his wooden-box of a house perched above the 
blue waters of the Pacific 

On December 3, 1894, Robert Louis Steven- 
son was gaily talking with friends on the 
verandah of his house when he was struck 
down by a stroke of apoplexy. He never re- 
gained consciousness, and died that evening 
as the swift tropical dusk closed down on his 
well-loved eyrie. The next day, sixty of his 
beloved Samoan neighbors, the natives who 
called him “Chief,” carried the wasted body 
to the summit of the high peak of Vasa There 
his body is buried, as was his wish, the soft 
and gently rolling Pacific at his feet, the 
vaporous puff-ball clouds canopying his 
tombstone.

HEN Wilbur 

Wright was eleven 
and his brother Orville 
four years younger, their 
father brought home a 
little toy made of cork, 
bamboo, paper and some 
twisted rubber bands. The 
boys jumped for the toy, 
and soon, it was flying toward the ceiling, 
while they shouted joyfully. 

Who would have thought that the bring- 
ing of that toy would give a new means of 
communication, revolutionize war and enable 
explorers to fly at will over polar ice or 
tropic jungles? Because Bishop Wright 
brought home that flying toy, he set in 
motion the remarkable train of events that 
led to the invention of the airplane in 1903. 

Wilbur Wright was born near Millville, 
Indiana on April 16, 1867. Orville first saw 
the light of day in Dayton, Ohio on August 
19, 1871. Their parents were both highly 
educated people but unfortunately, neither 
lived to see their sons become famous. 

When Wilbur and Orville were mere 
boys, they established a small newspaper 
and gained for it a remarkable circulation. 
From printing, the boys turned to the bicycle 
business. Both delighted in riding bicycles. 
and because they enjoyed mechanics, they 
made improvements in their own wheels. 
By procuring books about mechanics, the 
brothers gave themselves a practical educa- 
tion in engineering. 

In 1896, they read of the death of Otto 
Lilienthal, a German inventor who had at- 
tempted to fly and had lost his life in one 
of his experiments. Deeply interested by the 
event, it turned their attention toward at- 
tempts to fly. They 
remembered their 
former success in 
flying kites. Why 
not make a kite

something like a huge 
box-kite and tried flying 
it in a strong wind. They 
made daring experiments, 
taking turns in riding on 
their great kite. In the 
beginning, they depended 
upon wind and wings. 
They soon learned enough 
to convince them that what they needed 
was some kind of power that would more 
than equal the power of the wind. 

Their experiments with gliders began in 
October 1900, at Kitty Hawk, North. Caro- 
lina. For three years, they continued their 
work, but without much success. They 
learned about wings, balance and control, 
but for a long time, they could do no more 
than glide short distances. Then, they began 
to study pressures and surfaces, Gradually, 
they learned to control their machine rather 
than leave it to the mercy of the winds like 
a great kite. Their next step was to install 
an engine and a propeller, and they were 
prepared to bring all their results together 
and do what man had never done before— 
ty! 

On December 14, 1903, in the presence of 
an audience of five peuple, Wilbur Wright 
made the first Hight, which lasted three and 
a half seconds. Three days later, Orville took 
his turn and stayed in the air twelve seconds. 
Undaunted by successive failures and me- 
chanical faults, they kept on, and in 1905, 
the brothers Hew twenty miles in thirty- 
three minutes. A year later, they made a 
contract to furnish the United States’ au- 
thorities a machine that would carry two 
men as well as fuel, go at the rate of forty 
miles an hour and stay in the air long enough 

to cover 125 miles. 
They tiad won suc- 
cess! 

Wilbur died May 
30, 1912 at the age 
of forty-five. Or- 
ville died January 
30, 1948 at the age 
of seventy-five.

But some times, they show 
their gratitude in another way. Toots did. 

Toots was a forty-five pound collie dog. 
She lived on the Kline farm in the Rural Hill 
Section near Waverly, New York. Her master 
was fifteen year old Robert. As on other days. 
Toots followed young Robert as he went 
about doing his chores this March 26, 1937. 

Toots was watching Robert as he was clos- 
ing the barn yar gate. She was also watching 
the fifteen hundred pound bull that was 
stomping his forefoot as Robert had his back 
turned. 

Robert whirled around to face fifteen hun- 
dred pounds of charging fury. Before he could 
get out of the way, the bull knocked him to 
the ground. 

The bull lowered his head to gore 


trate Robert when Toots went 
into action. She sank her teeth 
viciously into the hind foot of 
the maddened bull. The bull 
roared and kicked his bleeding 
foot high in the air. Toots re- 
leased her grip, ran under the 
bull and dug her teeth into his 
other hind foot. The bull roared 
again, but now, there was a note of fear in 
the roar. 

Calmly, coolly, Toots ran from one foot to 
the other, and each bite brought forth a roar 
of anguish. Forty-five pounds against fifteen 
hundred pounds! If she slipped, she knew by 
instinct that the bull would crush her. But her 
master lay helpless on the ground, and she 
had to help him. 

By now, the bull was genuinely frightened. 
His head kept snapping back and forth, first 
at the prostrate boy whom he still wanted to 
gore, and then at the bundle of furry light- 
ning that was tormenting him. 

The bull gave one last try to get Robert. 
He lunged forward, with Toots clinging tena- 
ciously to his hind foot. As the bull stepped 
on Robert, Toots dug deeper into the animal's 
taw flesh. The bull roared in pain, stepped 
back and ran off. 

As the boy started to pick himself up off 
the ground, Toots went over and licked his 
face. 

Robert Kline was only slightly injured, al- 
though he suffered from shock. He was still 
alive on March 26, 1937, only because his 
collie dog, Toots, was trying to show her 
gratitude. 

Of course, Toots never knew it, but she 
became the hero of the Rural Hill section 
near Waverly, New York. She got her name 
in the papers, even in the New York ones. 
Yes, Toots truly was a hero that day.

There is a crackling and a 
toar of flame, and you turn away from this 
shameful episode,—slightly sickened. It is 
a day to remember, May 30, 1431. 

You pause on the edge of the crowd to 
question an acquaintance. “Who was she?” 
you ask. 

“Jeanne d’Arc,” he tells you. 

Joan of Arc, called The Maid of Orleans, 
was nineteen at the time of her death, She 
was born in the peasant town of Domremy 
in 1412. When she was sixteen, she pre- 
vailed on King Charles to allow her to 
tide at the head of an army to relieve 
Orleans. She said she had had visions which 


|| singled her out as the savior of France. 


In her first battles, she was successful. 
In May, 1430, Joan was captured by the 
Burgundians who hated Charles, and they 
sold her to the British. Tried as a 
sorceress, Joan was condemned to 
death. This sentence was reduced 
to life imprisonment. She was tried 
again later on the charge of being 
a relapsed heretic for wearing men's 
clothing and ordered to the stake! 
Joan's death united the French, 
and in 1456, the invaders were driv- 
en across the channel. In 1909, Joan 
was beatified by Pope Pius X, and 
in 1919, she was created a saint in 

the Roman Catholic Church. 
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
